to provide coal or other supplies to 
the Russian squadron, which probably 
took shelter there to replenish from 
Its own colliers, and that, though a 
technical breach of neutrality has been 
committed-, the

authorities 


could hardly be held responsible un- 
less it can be proven' that they had 
previous knowledge of Rojestvensky's 
intentions.

Ready for Final Dash. 


St. Petersburg, April 18.—The news 


that vessels of the Russian Squadron 
have put into Kamranh bay, north of 
Gape Padaran, off the east coast of 
°-t?hin-China, bears -out statements 


a week ago to the effect 


that Admiral Rojestvensky probably 
would seek shelter off that1 part of the 
Cochin-China coast and there coal and 
make his final preparations before 
embarking on the final stage'of his 
Journey. 


No definite information Is obtaina- 


ble as to the length of the squadron's 
stay at Kamranh bay, or whether the 
warships 'have already sailed. • . • 
. A Russian admiral expressed the 
conviction that Admiral Togo would 
rot give battle near the Pescadore 
islands, Formosa straits. He said: 
• "It would be a great tactical error 
to concentrate his squadron 800 miles 
from Japan and run. the risk of .hav- 
ing'Rojestvensky slip by -when by re- 
maining in home waters- Rojestvensky 
must, come to him in order to reach 
his only base, Vladivostock. 


"All the Tokio dispatches about the 


-proclamation of martial law in the 
Fescadore islands and the probable 
presence of a Japanese squadron in 
Formosa waters are sent as blinds. 
Wo do not know Rojestvensky's plaus. 
He has worked them out himself, and 
knowing the admiral as -I do. his own 
flag captain was probably in the dark 
when he entered the China sea.' 


TEN HOUR DAY LAW NOT 


BINDING, SAYS THE GOURT 


Federal Supreme Court Justices Hold That 


Interferes With Contract 


Rights. 
' 


Washington, April IS.—A state law j 


'limiting the number of hours in a day i 
and a week that a laboring man may | 
work interferes with the tree exercise | 
ot the right of con-tract between in- j 
dividuals and therefore is in violation j 
of. the United States constitution. 
j 


So decided the supreme court Mon- 


day when it held that the New York 
state law making ten hours a day's 
work and sixty hours a week's work 
in bakeries in that state is unconstitu- 
tional.

The decision is declared by Justice 


Harlan- to be one of the most import- 
ant rendered by the United States su-! 
preme court In a hundred years.

May Bring Strike. 
i 


The immediate result may be a ; 


strike of 85.000 union bakers through- 
out thc United Slates, if the employ- 
'ers of New York refuse the demands 
for a ten-hour day on May 1. 


The law Involved in the care is sec- 


tion 110 of the New York state labor 
law prescribing the hours of labor in 
bakeries in the state. A baker in the 
city of Ut.ica named Lochner 
M-as I 


found guilty of permitting an employe, 
to work in his bakery more than-1 
sixty hours In a week and fined $50. | 
The judgment was affirmed by the | 
New New York appellate court, the | 
opinion belug written by Judge Alton 
B. Parker. 


Justices Are Divided, 


' 
The supreme court was far from be 


Ing unanimous. Justices Holmes and 
Harlan both read dissenting opinions, I 
and Justices 'White and Day con-1 
curred in Jus.tl.ce Harlan's .view.. The 


i.itter took the ground thnt the state 
law had not been shown.to be Incon- 
sistent with the federal constitution, 
and that, therefore, the state should 
be left- alone in Its management of Its 
purely domestic affairs. 


The opinion dealt entirely with the 


constitutional .question involved. Jus- 
tice Feckham. in the deciding opinion, 
said that the law is not an act merely 
fixing the number of hours which 
shall constitute a legal day's work, 
but an absolute prohibition on the 
employer permitting under any cir- 
cumstances 
more than 
ten 
hours' 


work to be done-in his establishment. 
He continued: 


Right to Work Overtime. 


"Thc employe may desire to earn 


l.ho extra money which would arise 
from his working more than the pre: 


scribed time, but this statute forbids 
the employer from permitting the em- 
ploye to earn it. It necessarily inter, 
feres with tlie riplit of contract be- 
tween th'c employer and employe, con- 
cerning thc number of hours in which 
the latter may labor in the bakery of 
the employer. 


"The general rights to make a con 


tract in relation to his .business is 
part of the liberty 'of the individual 
protected by thc fourteenth amend- 
ment to the federal, constitution. Un 
der that provision no state can de- 
prive any person of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law. 
The right to purchase or to sell labor 
is part of the liberty protected by this 
amendment unless there are circum- 
stances which exclude-the right"
